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FOREWORD 


On  the  following  pages  is  presented  information  relating  to 
the  social  characteristics  and  economic  status  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
recipients  in  the  State  of  Montana.  The  need  for  such  information 
has  been  long  felt:  it  was  known  that  not  all  recipients  have  the  same 
living  arrangement;  that  some  recipients  have  greater  requirements 
than  others;  that  an  unknown  number  of  persons  have  independent  in- 
come from  various  sources;  and  that  total  income  is  not  accurately  or 
completely  reflected  by  the  amount  of  the  assistance  payment  in  many 
instances.  V/hat  was  not  known  is  the  relationship  between  living  ar- 
rangement and  requirements;  the  extent  to  which  assistance  grants  do 
or  do  not  meet  need;  the  source  and  sunount  of  income  other  than  pub- 
lic assistance  possessed  by  the  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients;  and 
the  total  income,  both  in  cash  and  in  kind,  of  these  recipients.  Not 
only  will  the  answers  to  these  questions  be  found  here,  but  other  and 
equally  important  questions  are  raised  and  answered. 

Vi/hile  the  data  contained  in  this  report  were  collected  in 
April  1944,  conditions  and  policies  have  remained  very  much  the  same 
in  the  interval  between  their  collection  and  publication.  Certainly 
no  changes  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  program  or  in  the  characteris- 
tics of  the  recipients  of  this  form  of  assistance  have  occurred  in 
the  six  months  since  April  which  would  affect  the  reliability  of  the 
published  results. 

Both  the  study  and  the  analysis  of  the  data  are  the  work 
of  Harry  Hoffner,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Statistics  and  Research, 
who  developed  the  schedule  and  instructions  for  the  collection  of  the 
data,  organized  and  supervised  the  tabulations,  and  prepared  this  re- 
port .

INTRODUCTION 


\.lio  are  the  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance?  VHiere  do  they 
live?  How  long  have  they  received  assistance?  How  much  do  they  require 
in  order  to  obtain  the  food,  clothing,  shelter,  fuel,  medical  care,  etc. 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  "a  standard  of  living  compatible  with 
decency  and  health"?  How  many  of  them  have  resources  in  cash  and  in 
kind,  and  what  is  the  value  of  these  resources?  V<hat  forms  of  public 
aid,  in  addition  to  Old  Age  Assistance,  do  they  receive?  Vihat  is  the 
amount  of  their  "need"  -  the  difference  between  budget  requirements  and 
resources  -  which  they  must  meet  through  public  assistance?  Are  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  payments  adequate  to  meet  the  "need"  of  the  recipi- 
ents? V/hat  is  their  total  income,  including  public  assistance  and 
their  own  resources?  How  much  of  their  total  income  is  obtained  from 
Old  Age  Assistance? 

In  order  to  secure  information  with  which  to  answer  these 
questions  the  Division  of  Statistics  and  Research  of  the  Montana  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  made  a  survey  of  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients. 
The  survey  month  was  April  1944«  Because  the  data  to  be  derived  were 
needed  as  soon  as  possible,  this  survey  was  made  before  the  schedule 
and  instructions  for  a  similar  study  suggested  by  the  Social  Security 
Board's  Bureau  of  Public  Assistance  were  available.  An  effort  was 
made  to  anticipate  the  type  of  study  which  would  b.e  recommended  by  the 
Board,  so  that  the  two  studies  would  cover  the  same  areas  as  nearly  as 
possible  and  so  that  the  data  might  be  comparable.  That  this  effort 
was  at  least  a  little  successful  is  indicated  by  the  surprising  simi- 
larity in  the  schedules  and  instructions  developed  independently  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  smd  the  Social  Security  Boeo-d. 

Because  it  was  desirable  that  each  county  in  the  state  be 
represented  in  the  survey,  and  because  the  small  caseloads  in  many 
counties  made  it  impossible  to  secure  reliable  samples,  a  schedule 
was  completed  for  every  recipient  of  Old  Age  Assistance  on  the  rolls 
in  every  county  in  April.   (A  copy  of  the  schedule  is  included  in  the 
Appendix.)  All  schedules  were  completed  by  caseworkers,  and  to  them 
is  due  much  of  the  credit  for  the  study.  Without  their  understanding, 
interest,  and  cooperation  -  as  well  as  labor  ~  this  report  could  not 
have  been  written. 

To  Marjorie  Rutliff,  Betty  Ketola,  Doris  Holmnuist,  Maxine 
Lockwood,  Anne  Deering,  Betty  Gfunderson,  Justine  Pfeiffer,  and  Theo- 
dore Carkulis  -  all  of  the  Division  of  Statistics  and  Research  -  fell 
the  task  of  editing  and  coding  the  schedules,  punching  the  tabulating 
cards,  and  completing  the  tabulations  of  the  data,  Jiachine  methods 
of  tabulation  were  used  and  Mr,  Carkulis  was  responsible  for  this  im- 
portant phase  of  the  study.

v^hile  for  white  recipients  the  average  per  month  is  ^9.49 

j.  69.0%  of  all  recipients  have  some  form  of  resource:  14.6%  have 
cash  resources  only,  38.5%  have  non-cash  resources  only,  and 
15.9%  have  both  cash  and  non-cash  resources

SOCIAL  CHARACTERISTICS 


The  names  of  11,376  persons  appeared  on  the  56  county  payrolls  for  Old 
Age  Assistance  daring  the  survey  month„  These  payrolls  are  prepared 
and  submitted  several  weeks  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  for  iwhich 
the  payment  is  to  be  made,  and  in  the  interval  between  the  receipt  of 
the  payrolls  and  the  mailing  of  the  checks  cases  are  closed,  new  re- 
cipients are  added,  transfers  between  counties  are  made,  and  checks  are 
held  and  cancelled,,  Therefore,  the  number  of  recipients  listed  on  the 
payrolls  is  not  the  final  figure  of  the  number  of  persons  who  actually 
receive  assistance  during  any  month <>  A  more  accurate  determination  of 
the  number  of  recipients  and  the  amount  of  assistance  payments  is  made 
by  subtracting  cancellations  and  closings  and  adding  new  cases.  Such 
procedure  resulted  in  the  figure  of  11^376  recipients  in  nprilo  How- 
ever, a  number  of  checks  are  "held"  each  month  (that  is,  not  released 
to  the  recipient  pending  final  determination  of  eligibility)  and  these 
checks  are  released  and  cancelled  later,  in  some  instances  a  month  or 
tv;o  later,  when  the  necessary  information  is  received  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  public  uelfare. 

In  making  the  survey  of  Old  age  assistance  recipients  it  was 
contemplated  that  a  schedule  would  be  completed  for  every  person  who 
received  a  grant  for  the  survey  month:.  11,3^6  schedules  were  received 
and  tabulated.  This  difference  of  50,  or  Oo4^,  between  the  number  of 
persons  listed  on  the  payrolls  and  the  number  of  recipients  included 
in  the  study,  is  due  to  changes  in  the  original  payrolls  and  cancella- 
tions of  checks  as  indicated  above,  and  is  so  small  as  to  be  considered 
negligible o  For  all  practical  purposes  it  may  be  said  that  the  11,326 
persons  included  in  the  survey  represent  the  total  recipients  of  Old 
nge   assistance  in  the  State  during  the  month  of  april  1944o 

SEX»      57^  of  all  recipients  were  male  and  k3%  were  female »  This 
distribution  is  practically  the  same  as  among  all  persons  65  years  of 
age  and  over  in  the  general  population  of  Montana  in  1940,  when  the 
census  revealed  that  5B%   of  all  such  aged  persons  were  male  and  U2% 
were  female. 

Of  the  total  number  of  white  recipients  57%  were  male,  while 
of  the  non-whites  (Mexicans  were  classified  as  non-white  in  the  survey) 
53^  were  male^  The  lower  percentage  of  males  among  the  non-white  re- 
cipients is  due  to  the  fact  that  among  the  Indian  grantees,  who  consti- 
tuted more  than  85%   of  the  non-whites,  sDdghtly  less  than  half  were 
males o

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AGE.     Since  the  miniraum  age  for  the  receipt  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
in  Ifontana  is  65  years,  all  recipients  were  at  least  this  old.  It  was 
found  that  only  lo7^  of  all  the  persons  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance 
in  April  were  65  years  of  age;  that  the  median  age  was  74,2  years;  and 
that  the  range  in  ages  was  from  the  minimum  of  65  to  103  years,  3  per- 
sons being  100  years  of  age  and  overo  More  recipients  were  73  years 
old  than  any  other  ageo  Although  73  years  was  the  modal  age  for  both 
males  and  females,  the  median  age  of  the  males  was  74 » 5  years  as  com- 
pared with  the  female  median  age  of  73 » 7  years.

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RACE.     The  race  of  each  recipient  was  reported  on  the  schedule  as 
white,  Indian,  Negro,  Mexican,  and  other o  Indians  were  not  segregated 
into  ward  or  non-ward,  and  "other"  included  all  persons  not  otherwise 
classified. 

Of  all  recipients,  95 »^  were  white;  ko2%  were  Indian;  0.4^ 
were  Negro;  Od^  were  Mexican;  and  0o2^  were  Chinese  and  Filipino c  In 
1940  Indians  constituted  3%   of  the  total  population  of  the  State  and 
0o2^  was  Negroo  VkTiile  census  figures  of  the  race  of  persons  65  years 
of  age  and  over  are  not  available,  it  is  probably  true  that  the  migra-- 
tion  of  younger  people  to  the  war  production  centers  and  the  induction 
of  thousands  into  the  armed  forces  have  left  a  relatively  larger  pro- 
portion of  aged  Indians  and  Negroes  in  the  State.  This  perhaps  accounts 
for  the  fact  that  Indians  and  Negroes  seem  to  be  more  numerous  among 
the  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  than  among  the  general  population. 
The  major  cause  of  this  over-representation  may  simply  be  the  fact  that 
Old  Age  Assistance  grants  are  made  on  the  basis  of  "need"  and  not  as  a 
matter  of  right,  and  the  assumption  seems  to  be  warranted  that  Indians 
and  Negroes  of  the  age  of  65  and  over  are  more  generally  in  need  of 
assistance  than  are  white  persons. 

MARITAL  STATUS.     43.1^  of  all  recipients  were  widowed;  32.0$  were 
married;  16.1$  were  single;  4.6$  were  divorced;  and  4o2$  were  separa- 
ted from  their  spouses. 
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The  marital  status  of  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  is  il- 
lustrated in  the  chart  below „  It  is  evident  that  the  most  common  mari- 
tal status  among  men  was  "married";  while  among  the  women,  widows  were 
in  the  majorityo  The  percentages  of  each  classification  were  as  fol- 
lows: "single":  men,  25 « 9%;  women,  3o2^;  "married":  men,  34c 8$;  women, 
28«4^;  "widowed":  men,  28o0^;  women,  62o8%;  "divorced":  men,  6oO$;  wom- 
en, 2o8^;  and  "separated":  men,  5o3^;  women,  2o8^o

It  is  seen  in  Table  2,  on  the  preceding  page,  that  although 
there  were  11,326  recipients  included  in  the  study,  there  were  only 
10,008  households  in  which  an  Old  Age  Assistance  grant  was  received o 
The  discrepancy  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  more  than  one  re- 
cipient in  some  households;  husband  and  wife  each  received  a  separate 
grant,  for  example,  in  which  case  there  would  be  two  recipients  but 
only  one  household.  In  fact,  there  were  1,318  recipients  who  were 
receiving  a  second  or  third  grant  in  households  having  two  or  more 
eligibleso  A  household,  for  purposes  of  making  this  study,  was  de- 
fined as  "...one  person  living  alone  or  in  a  boarding  home;  or  two  or 
more  persons,  related  or  unrelated,  living  under  one  roof  and  eating 
at  the  same  table,  whose  budget  requirements  and  resources  are  pooled 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility  for  public  assistance" «  If 
a  husband  and  wife  lived  in  a  boarding  home  they  were  considered  one 
households 

SIZE  OF  HOUSEHOUS.      Although  the  number  of  persons  in  a  house- 
hold is  directly  related  to  the  budget  requirements  of  the  household 
and  is  a  subject  which  will  be  dealt  with  in  greater  detail  in  an- 
other section  of  this  report,  it  is  also  a  social  characteristic  and 
as  such  mention  is  made  and  the  chart  is  presented  hereo 

In  reporting  the  number  of  persons  in  the  recipient's 
household,  caseworkers  were  instructed  to  include  as  a  member  of  the 
household  only  those  persons  whose  requirements  and  resources  were 
pooled  with  those  of  the  recipient  in  determining  the  amount  of  need 
and  the  assistance  to  be  granted „  Thus,  if  a  recipient  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  lived  vdth  a  son  and  daughter-in-law  whose  requirements 
and  income  were  not  pooled  with  those  of  the  recipient  and  who  con- 
tributed some  resource  but  did  not  share  their  income  with  the  re- 
cipient, they  would  not  be  considered  as  members  of  the  household 
and  this  was  reported  as  a  one-person  household.  Although  the  re- 
cipient's living  arrangement  in  this  example  would  be  "with  child- 
ren only",  the  son  and  daughter-in-law  were  not  counted  as  members 
of  the  household.

Of  the  10,008  households  studied,  which  included  11,326  re- 
cipients,  72.2%  were  budgeted  for  one  person  only;   23«4%  were  counted 
as  two-person  households;   2.8%  were  reported  as  three-person  house- 
holds;  0o8^  were  four-person  households;   Oo5%  were  five-person  house- 
holds;  0.2$  had  six  persons  in  each;   and  Od^  were  budgeted  for  seven 
or  more  persons.     A  comparison  between  these  percentages  and  those  in 
Table  2  clearly  indicates  that  the  living  arrangement  of  the  recipient 
and  the  number  of  persons  in  the  household  are  determined  independent- 
ly,    A  recipient  may  live  with  other  persons,   related  or  unrelated, 
but  because  he  is  budgeted  for  singly,   his  is  a  one-person  household. 
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PHYSICAL  CONDITION  OF  RECIPIENTS »       Only  general  and  very  limited 
information  was  elicited  concerning  the  physical  condition  of  recipi- 
ents of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Although  the  need  for  detailed  and  accu- 
rate data  was  recognized,  such  data  ware  not  obtained  primarily  be- 
cause of  the  difficulty  which  would  have  been  encountered  in  obtain- 
ing a  report  of  the  physical  condition  of  each  recipient »  Further- 
more, it  was  doubted  that  the  information  recorded  in  the  case  histo- 
ries would  be  sufficiently  current  and  accurate  to  be  of  much  value. 
Rather  than  attempt  to  collect  a  mass  of  data  which  would  be  unreli- 
able, an  effort  was  made  to  secure  a  little,  but  valid,  information. 

Answers  were  received  to  two  questions  on  the  schedule:  (1) 
Does  the  recipient  require  medical  treatment?  and  (2)  Does  the  recip-. 
lent  require  hospital  care?  Caseworkers  were  instructed  to  answer 
"yes"  to  the  first  question  if  the  recipient  required  "care  and  treat- 
ment by  a  physician,  surgeon,  dentist,  or  other  licensed  medical  prac- 
titioner for  a  chronic  ailment. ,.• ^according  to  the  facts  as  known  by 
the  caseworker,"  The  second  question  was  to  have  been  answered  "yes" 
if  the  recipient  required  "hospitalization  without  regard  to  whether 
he  or  she  is  actually  in  a  hospital  or  not".  This  determination  was 
to  be  made  "on  the  basis  of  the  caseworkers'  opinion,  whether  that 
opinion  was  founded  on  a  doctor's  diagnosis  or  not".

The  chart  above  indicates  that  of  the  11,326  recipients, 
52,4^  required  neither  medical  nor  hospital  care,  in  the  caseworkers' 
opinion.  This  does  not  mean  that  52,4^  of  all  recipients  were  in  per- 
fect health.  Some  of  these  persons  had  disabilities  and  ailments  of 
various  kind,  not  chronic  or  not  remediable  and  not  requiring  the 
services  of  a  doctor  or  hospital  care.  It  is  important  to  remember 
that  the  actual  physical  condition  of  the  recipient  was  not  inquired 
into;  the  only  information  obtained  related  to  the  need  for  medical 
treatment  or  hospital  care,  40^  of  the  recipients  were  reported  as 
requiring  medical  care  and  1^b%,   in  the  opinion  of  the  caseworkers, 
needed,  hospitalization. 
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PERIOD  OF  RECEIPT  OF  OID  AGE  ASSISTANCE.     Since  65  years  is  the 
minimum  age  at  which  a  person  may  become  eligible  for  an  Old  Age  Assist 
ance  grant,  and  since  the  median  age  of  all  recipients  was  74»2  years, 
it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  most  of  the  persons  now  receiving 
this  form  of  assistance  have  been  on  the  rolls  for  a  number  of  years « 
This  assumption  is  borne  out  by  the  reported  facts  concerning  the  num- 
ber of  years  each  recipient  had  been  receiving  a  grant.   (Montana  had 
an  Old  Age  Pension  program  in  operation  from  1923  until  1937,  when  that 
prograjn  was  replaced  by  the  Old  Age  Assistance  plan  administered  in 
conformity  with  the  U.  S.  Social  Security  Act.  No  information  was  ob- 
tained concerning  the  receipt  of  an  Old  Age  Pension  prior  to  1937  by 
any  person  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  in  April  1944..) 

The  tabulation  belov:  is  based  upon  the  number  of  years  of 
continuous  receipt  of  Old  Age  Assistance  by  persons  on  the  rolls  in  the 
survey  month.  Many  persons  receive  assistance  intermittently,  their 
cases  being  closed  for  short  periods  from  time  to  time  due  to  the  tem- 
porary decrease  in  need  resulting  from  additional  resources  or  income. 
When  these  resources  are  exhausted  the  recipient  is  again  added  to  the 
rolls.  Therefore,  although  a  person  may  have  received  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance for  the  first  time  in  1938,  his  case  may  have  been  closed  and  re- 
opened four  times  since  then,  and  his  longest  period  of  continuous  re- 
ceipt of  a  grant  may  not  exceed  two  years.

AVERAGE  GRANT. 


One   of  the  primary  purposes  in  making  the  survey  of 


social  characteristics  and  economic  status  of  recipients  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  was  to  obtain  data  which  would  more  completely  and  accurate- 
ly reflect  total  income  than  do  the  amounts  of  assistance  payments  and 
the  averages  which  are  cojruiionly  used,  ns  will  be  pointed  out  in  the 
follovdng  pages,  the  public  assistance  grant  is  often  only  a  part  of 
the  recipient's  income  and  his  grant  not  only  cannot  furnish  all  his 
living  requirements  but  is  not  intended  to  do  so.  The  grant  is  in- 
tended to  supplement  his  own  resources  and  income  so  that  his  total 
income  will  be  sufficient  to  furnish  him  with  a  standard  of  living 
compatible  with  decency  and  health. 

In  making  use  of  the  average  grant  for  purposes  of  compari- 
son it  is  imperative  that  its  lindtations  be  appreciated.  The  "aver- 
age" is  seldom  recognized  as  being  but  one  of  several  measures  of 
general  representativeness,  and  often  a  misleading  measure.  It  is 
certainly  not  conclusive,  especially  when  the  items  being  averaged  are 
but  pcirt  of  the  Viihole  (as  the  grants  are  but  part  of  the  total  income) 
and  when  the  items  vary  considerably  in  value  (as  the  grants  vary  in 
amount, ) 

The  average  grant  in  iipril  1944  was  $28.79,  fet   it  is  clear 
from  the  table  below  and  the  chart  on  the  opposite  page  that  some  pay- 
ments were  as  low  as  4>4.00  and  some  as  high  as  .;i'40.00;  that  a  greater 
percentage  of  recipients  received  grants  of  :;f20,00,  of  ^25,00,  of 
$30.00,  of  •i?35.00,  and  of  $40.00  than  received  either  $28,00  or  ;i^29.00; 
and  that  more  persons  received  a  $40.00  grant  than  received  a  grant  of 
any  other  amount.

The  median  grant  (which  is  another  form  of  average)  of  the 
11,326  payments  is  |;29.78.  This  means  that  one-half  of  all  payments 
were  for  less  than  $29.78  and  one-half  were  for  more  than  ^29.78.  Re- 
cipients in  the  lower  half  of  the  scale  received  grants  ranging  from 
^.00  to  almost  $30,00,  while  those  in  the  upper  half  received  grants 
ranging  from  $30,00  to  $40,00, 
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Although  the  average  grant  per  recipient  has  its  limitations, 
it  can  be  and  is  used  in  making  comparisons,  especially  in  determining 
trends „  That  the  Old  Age  Assistance  grants  have  been  steadily  increas- 
ing is  indicated  by  the  increase  in  the  average  grant »

In  the  past  five  years  the  average  grant  increased  $llo80  or 
more  than  69  percent «  Among  the  several  factors  responsible  for  this 
increase  are:  (1)  the  average  grant  of  $16 ,99  in  April  1939  (20  percent 
below  the  average  of  the  previous  month  because  of  a  lack  of  funds)  had 
to  be  raised  because  grants  were  clearly  inadequate;  (2)  payments  of 
more  than  $30oOO  were  made  for  the  first  time  in  1940,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing year  an  appreciable  number  of  persons  received  grants  of  $40=00; 
(3)  grants  were  increased  to  keep  pace  with  the  rising  cost  of  living; 
and  (4)  fewer  recipients  and  the  availability  of  funds  made  it  possible 
to  increase  grants  when  "need"  increasedo 

The  raising  of  the  maximum  grant  for  Old  Age  Assistance  to 
^0»00  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  receiving  the  maximum 
have  had  more  than  a  small  part  in  increasing  the  average  monthly  paj'"- 
mento  The  percentages  of  all  recipients  in  specified  months  who  re- 
ceived $40o00  are:

BUDGET  REQUIREMENTS o      As  has  been  mentioned  previously,  eligibility 
for  Old  Age  Assistance  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  "need"  as  well  as 
age  and  residence,  and  it  is  "need"  which  determines  the  amount  of  the 
monthly  payment  which  the  person  will  receiveo   "Need"  is  arbitrarily 
set  in  some  states,  but  in  Montana  it  is  calculated  in  each  instance. 
This  calculation  can  only  be  made  if  two  facts  are  known:  (1)  the  total 
budget  requirements  of  the  recipient;  and  (2)  his  total  resources  and 
income  from  private  sources.  The  difference  between  these  two  amounts 
is  the  person's  "need". 

Because  it  is  more  practical,  effective,  and  realistic,  budg- 
et requirements  for  al]  persons  in  the  household  are  determined,  rather 
than  for  each  individual.  Household  budgeting  is  sometimes  impossible 
or  undesirable,  but  in  most  cases  it  has  been  found  to  possess  greater 
advantages  than  the  individual  budgeting  method. 

In  order  to  assure  the  maintenance  of  certain  minimum  stand 
ards  and  to  obtain  uniformity  and  consistency  in  practice,  a  Budget 
Guide  is  used  in  each  of  the  56  counties  of  the  State,  This  guide  is 
not  a  rigid  yardstick,  but  is  flexible  and  adaptable.  It  sets  minimum 
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standards  and  requirements  only,  and  may  be  stretched  to  fit  unusual 
circumstances o  Because  living  costs  vary  within  the  State,  there  is 
some  variation  in  the  Budget  Guides  used  in  different  parts  of  Mont- 
ana o  From  time  to  time  sample  studies  are  made  by  the  Department  of 
Public  \;elfare  and  the  Extension  Service  of  Montana  State  College  and 
budget  standards  are  revised  and  Budget  Guides  modified  in  accordance 
with  the  findings o

All  the  above  items,  except  food,  clothing,  and  personal  in- 
cidentals are  budgeted  for  on  a  household  basis «  Although  these  excep- 
tional items  are  determined  on  an  individual  basis,  for  each  person  in 
the  household,  the  total  monthly  budget  includes  the  amount  of  these 
requirements  so  that  when  complete  the  budget  is  for  the  entire  house- 
hold »

It  is  natural  that  the  budget  for  a  single  person  should  be 
greater  than  that  of  an  individual  who  is  a  member  of  a  household  con- 
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tainirig  or  or  .iiore  other  persons:  the  pooling  of  soiae  expenses  and  the 
savings  resulting  Irom  "luantity  purcht.  sing  reduce  the  per  person  living 
costs  in  large  households.  The  average  budr;et  of  ..^y]  .'i^Li,   per  i.ionth  for 
a  one-person  household  is  but  slightly  less  than  the  /•la.xiii.uin  Old  wge 
assistance  grant.  Vjhile  this  figure  iriay  seem  low,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  budgets  are  for  public  assistance  households,  and  are  intended  to 
provide  only  a  standard  of  living  compatible  with  decency  and  health, 
/ilso,  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  are  "average"  figures  and  that 
some  households  have  budgets  of  less  than  and  some  have  budgets  of  more 
than  the  average. 

The  budgets  for  one-person  households  range  from  ^1*^  to  $120 
and  there  are  a  greater  number  of  budgets  for  ^40  than  for  any  other 
amount.  Medic? 1  care  is  ordinarily  the  budget  item  which  determines 
whether  the  budget  for  the  household  will  deviate  considerably  from  the 
average.

In  all  households,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  menbers,  the 
budgets  ranged  from  ;18  to-  .j;298  per  month,  the  median  budget  was  B9.23 
and  540  was  the  amount  budgeted  in  the  greatest  number  of  households » 
The  great  range  in  total  budget  requirements  and  the  considerable  vari- 
ation in  amounts  indicate  the  flexibility  of  the  budgeting  policy  used. 
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The  chart  on  the  preceding  page  illustrates  the  composition 
of  all  Old  Age  Assistance  household  budgets »  Food  allowances  accounted 
for  42^  of  the  total  requirements,  while  shelter  (including  both  rent 
and  fuel)  comprised  26.2^  of  the  total  budget.   9=2^  of  the  total  budg- 
et requirements  was  for  clothing,  8oO^  for  medical  care,  and  14. 636  for 
all  other  necessaries.

One-person  households,  of  which  there  were  7>220  in  the  10,008 
included  in  the  study,  differ  considerably  from  households  consisting  of 
two  or  more  persons  in  the  percentages  of  their  total  budgets  for  food, 
shelter  (rent  and  fuel),  medical  care,  and  all  other  requirements.  Shel- 
ter accounts  for  a  progressively  smaller  proportion  of  the  total  budget 
as  the  number  of  persons  in  the  household  increases,  whereas  the  oppo- 
site is  true  of  clothing  and  other  requirements  as  a  part  of  the  total. 

As  has  been  indicated,  the  average  household  budget  is  based 
on  the  requirements  of  all  persons  in  the  household  and  not  of  the  re- 
cipient of  Old  Age  Assistance  only.  Therefore,  it  is  important  to  con- 
sider the  size  of  the  households  of  different  races  in  interpreting  the 
table  belowo   (Table  6  on  page  11  shows  how  the  average  budget  per  per- 
son decreases  and  the  average  budget  per  household  increases  as  the  num- 
ber of  persons  in  the  household  increases.)

It  is  obvious  that  the  budget  requirements  are  determined  on 
a  household  basis.  Note  that  the  highest  average  household  budget  and 
the  lowest  per  person  budget  are  those  in  Mexican  households,  which  are 
the  largest  households  of  any  racial  group.  Thfs  per  person  budget  re- 
quirements of  members  of  Mexican  households  are  the  lowest  because  Mex- 
ican households  are  comparatively  large,  and  not  because  of  any  discrim- 
ination in  budgeting  such  households.  This  is  true  of  Indian  households 
also;  since  the  average  number  of  persons  per  Indian  household  is  great- 
er than  the  average  number  of  persons  per  white  household,  the  average 
household  budget  for  Indians  is  larger  and  the  average  per  person  budget 
is  smaller  than  for  whites.

Table  9,  above,  is  based  on  the  per  person  average  for  each 
budget  item  in  households  "living  in  own  establishment".  Eliminated 
from  the  table  are  those  persons  living  in  boarding  homes,  nursing 
homes,  hospitals,  and  other  places  which  usually  furnish  both  shelter 
and  care.  Disregarding  the  number  of  persons  in  the  household,  the 
average  monthly  budget'  per  person  for  those  persons  living  in  their 
own  establishments  is  $32.62,  while  the  average  budget  for  persons 
in  boarding  and  nursing  homes  is  $40,57  and  for  persons  in  hospitals 
it  is  $74,93, 

Living  arrangement  and  budget  requirements  are  closely  re- 
lated. It  is  to  be  expected  that  whether  a  person  lives  alone  in  his 
own  establishment,  or  with  relatives,  or  in  a  boarding  home,  or  is  a 
patient  in  a  hospital  would  influence  the  amount  required  to  furnish 
his  food,  clothing,  shelter,  etc.  Because  budgets  are  prepared  on  a 
household  basis,  the  per  recipient  average  is  misleading.  Therefore, 
the  per  person  budget  must  be  used  if  comparisons  are  to  be  made.  The 
living  arrangement  is  determined  by  the  status  of  the  recipient  of  Old 
Age  Assistance,  but  the  average  budget  is  based  on  the  per  person  re- 
quirements of  all  persons  in  the  household,  whether  they  are  recipients 
or  not. 


Naturally,  budgets  for  hospitalized  recipients  are  consider- 
ably higher  than  for  persons  living  in  their  own  homes,  either  alone 
or  with  others,  or  in  boarding  homes,  since  medical  care  is  a  consid- 
erable item  in  their  budgets.  The  lowest  per  person  budgets  are  for 
persons  living  in  their  own  homes  with  spouse  and  other  persons. 

The  per  person  budget  requirements  of  the  13,561  persons 
included  in  the  10,008  households  having  11,326  Old  Age  Assistance 
recipients,  according  to  the  living  arrangement  of  the  recipient,  are 
as  follows;  in  hospital  -  .#74,93;  in  boarding  home  -  ^O.^S',   alone  - 
$36.20;  in  child's  home  -  $33.17;  in  non-relative's  home  -  $32.03;  in 
other  relative's  home  -  $30.62;  with  spouse  only  -  $30,07;  and  with 
spouse  and  others  -  $25.12.  The  monthly  budget  per  person,  for  all 
persons  regardless  of  living  arrangeixient ,  is  $33,43«

One  of  the  principal  purposes  in  making  the  survey  of 


Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  was  to  determine  the  total  income  of 
such  persons.  To  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  secure  detailed  infor- 
mation relating  to  their  resources;  that  is,  it  was  essential  to  dis- 
cover the  value  of  all  budget  requirements  which  were  secured  without 
cost  to  the  recipient  or  ■vjere  paid  for  from  funds  other  than  public 
assistance.  Resources  were  classified  as  "cash  resources"  and  as  "non- 
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cash  resources".  Each  class  of  resources  was  further  broken  down  into 
groups:  cash  resources  into  "earnings",  "income",  "contributions  from 
relatives",  and  "all  other";  and  non-cash  resources  into  "shelter", 
"food",  "fuel",  and  "all  other". 

Table  ]0  indicates  the  percentage  of  recipients  of  specified 
race  having  resources  of  various  kind,  while  the  chart  on  the  following 
page  illustrates  the  percentage  of  all  recipients,  regardless  of  race, 
having  resources.

It  is  significant  that  a  greater  percentage  of  Indian  recipi- 
ents have  resources,  in  addition  to  public  aid,  than  do  the  recipients 
of  any  other  raceo  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  average  grant 
of  Old  Age  Assistance  to  Indians  is  lower  than  the  average  grant  for 
non-Indians:  in  more  Indian  households  is  the  Old  Age  ,i3si stance  grant 
purely  supplementary  to  various  cash  and  non-  cash  resources,, 

Not  only  do  a  greater  proportion  of  Indian  recipients  possess 
resources  but  the  value  of  these  resources  is  considerably  higher  than 
the  resources  of  non-Indian  recipients.  Although  Mexican  recipients 
have  greater  average  cash  resources,  the  average  of  total  resources  per 
recipient  (cash  and  non-  cash)  is  higher  for  Indiana  than  for  Mexicans »

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The  preceding  averages  are  based  on  the  total  amount  of  re- 
sources possessed  by  all  recipients »   Including  all  recipients,  even 
those  without  any  resources  of  any  kind,  the  average  recipient  of  Old 
Age  Assistance  had  34=92  in  cash  and  ^4.77  in  non-cash  resources,  or 
a  total  of  ^9o69  in  monthly  resources.  The  results  are  quite  differ- 
ent if  the  averages  are  calculated  on  the  basis  of  only  those  recipi- 
ents having  resources.  For  exaiuple,  15  percent  of  all  recipients  had 
cash  resources  only,  and  these  recipients  had  an  average  of  il8.31  in 
such  resources.  The  average  resources  of  the  38  [.ercent  of  all  recip- 
ients having  non-cash  resources  on]y  was  ..S.Ik,    and  the  16  percent  of 
all  recipients  having  both  cash  and  non-cash  resources  had  an  average 
of  $22,95.  69  percent  of  alJ.  recipients  had  some  resources  and  these 
recipients  had  a  monthly  average  of  ;1A,04  in  resources. 

Cash  resources  are  usually  in  the  forai  of  earnings  from  the 
employment  of  th.e  recipient  or  another  member  of  the  household,  income 
from  property  and  investments,  and  contributions  from  relatives.  Free 
shelter  is  the  usual  non-cash  resource,

Mention  has  been  made  already  of  the  importance  of  the  living 
arrangement  of  recipients  in  considering  financial  data  relating  to  per- 
sons receiving  Old  Age  Assistance.  There  would  seem  to  be  a  definite 
correlation  between  living  arrangement  and  the  amount  of  resources,  as 
indicated  in  the  tabulation  of  average  resources  per  recipient  accord- 
ing to  the  living  arrangement  of  the  recipient  as  presented  on  the  next 
page.  For  example,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  persons  living  in  board- 
ing homes  or  hospitals  vjould  have  small  resources;  that  persons  living 
alone  or  with  their  spouse  only  would  h^ve  less  resources  than  persons 
living  with  their  children  or  with  other  relatives  who  contribute  to- 
ward their  care;  and  that  the  greater  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
household,  the  greater  the  resources  of  the  recipient  will  be;  other 
persons  contribute  to  the  household  resources  and  assist  the  recipient 
as  much  as  oossibieo

On  page  10  it  was  explained  that  "need"  determines  the 


amount  of  the  monthly  payment  which  the  recipient  of  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance will  receive  (not  to  exceed  .^0,  however),  "Need"  was  defined  as 
the  difference  between  (1)  the  total  budget  requirements  of  the  recipi- 
ent and  (2)  his  total  resources  and  his  income  from  private  sources. 
Since  budgeting  procedure  is  controlled  and  standardized,  and  since 
allowances  for  most  budget  items  are  ordinarily  established  by  the 
Budget  Guide,  it  is  clear  that  the  important  variable  in  the  determin- 
ation of  "need"  is  the  amount  of  the  resources.  For  exeunple,  although 
two  different  recipients  may  have  exactly  the  same  total  budget  re- 
quirements -  say,  $35.00  ■=>  the  one  «ho  has  no  resources  will  receive 
a  grant  of  $35  while  the  one  who  has  resources  of  |15  ($10  in  contri- 
butions from  relatives  and  $5   in  earnings  from  odd  jobs)  will  receive 
$20.  In  the  first  case  "need"  is  $35  while  $;20  is  the  amount  of  "need" 
in  the  second:  (1)  $35  minus  $0   equals  $35;  and  (2)  $35  minus  |15  is 
$20,  As  has  been  previously  stated,  the  grant  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
is  intended  to  supplement  the  recipient's  own  resources  and  income  so 
that  his  total  income  will  be  sufficient  to  furnish  him  with  a  stand- 
ard of  living  compatible  with  decency  and  health.  In  the  example  just 
given,  the  sura  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  grant  and  the  resources  of 
the  recipient  is  $35  in  each  instance;  that  is,  total  income  is  the 
same  as  the  budget  requirements  and  is  sufficient,  according  to  present 
budget  standards,  to  permit  both  recipients  to  maintain  the  same  stand- 
ard of  living,  although  one  has  no  resources  of  his  own. 

Since  "need"  is  the  basis  upon  which  the  amount  of  the  grant 
is  determined  it  is  here  that  the  reason,  if  any,  for  lower  grants  to 
Indians  than  to  non-Indians  will  be  found.  (This  same  reasoning  ap- 
plies whenever  there  is  a  difference  in  the  amount  of  grants  received 
by  two  or  more  recipients,  and  Indians  are  here  singled  out  for  illus- 
tration because  as  a  group  their  grants  are  lower  than  are  those  of 
non-Indian  recipients.)  Table  12  indicates  that  the  reason  is  less 
"need"  among  Indians.  Although  the  budget  requirements  are  calculated 
on  the  same  basis  for  whites  and  for  Indians  the  grants  to  the  latter 
are  lower  because  their  resources  are  greater,  resulting  in  an  average 
"need"  of  $5 .23  less  than  the  average  per  white  recipient.

The  tabulation  belovi/  of*  average  "need"  per  household,  accord- 
ing to  the  living  arrangement  of  the  recipient,  corroborates  the  con- 
clusion previously  stated  that  living  arrangement  and  economic  status 
are  interdependent.   "Need"  is  greatest  axnoiig  those  persons  in  hospit- 
als: budget  requirements  are  considerably  higher  for  these  persons  and 
they  have  few  resources.  The  living  arrangement  of  the  recipient  is 
indicative  of  the  number  of  persons  included  in  the  household  and  this 
is  another  factor  to  be  considered  in  interpreting  the  following  data.

If  "need"  is  the  difference  between  the  budget  requirements 
and  the  resources  available  to  meet  these  requirements,  it  is  logical 
to  ask  ;vhether  the  grants,  based  on  that  "need",  are  adequate.  Assum- 
ing that  the  budget  requirements  have  been  completely  determined  and 
that  the  resources  have  been  accurately  evaluated,  if  "need"  is  fully 
met  in  each  case  there  should  be  no  question  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the 
grants.  But  since  budgets  are  usually  prepared  to  include  only  the 
minimUiTi  requirements,  any  failure  to  meet  the  "need"  of  a  recipient 
leaves  him  with  unmet  need.  The  existence  of  an  appreciable  naiiber  of 
recipients  with  unmet  need  raises  the  ouestion  of  inadequacy  of  the 
grants. 

Of  the  10,008  households  included  in  the  survey,  1,112  (11^) 
had  unmet  need  ranging  from  -$1  to  $56,  with  the  greatest  number  of  these 
households  having  unmet  need  of  $1  and  $2.  In  jiiany  cases  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  grant  was  already  at  the  maximum  of  $40,  but  in  most  instan- 
ces the  failure  to  meet  "need"  could  be  at  least  partially  remedied  by 
increasing  the  grants  to  -^^40.  Although  there  are  many  recipients  who 
have  "need"  of  more  than  |;40  per  month  there  are  more  recipients  whose 
"need"  could  be  fully  met  if  the  maximum  grant  were  authorized. 


There  were  994  households,  in  v;hich  there  was  only  one  re- 
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cipient,  with  unmet  need.   (II7  households  with  unmet  need  had  two  re- 
cipients in  each  and  one  household  had  three  recipients.)  4^5  of  the 
994  recipients  were  receiving  a  payment  of  -j>40,  leaving  529  recipients 
whose  grants  could  be  increased  to  -^40,  thus  reducing  or  entirely  elim- 
inating their  unmet  need.  For  example,  each  of  six  recipients  having 
unmet  need  of  ,?3  were  receiving  grants  of  42Z.     The  payments  to  these 
recipients  could  be  increased  to  #31  and  need  could  be  fully  met.  Again, 
there  v;ere  nine  recipients  each  of  whom  received  -^2.0   per  month  leaving 
each  with  unmet  need  of  ^.  Grants  of  ;^^2' to  each  woxxLd  eliminate  the 
unmet  need  in  these  nine  households.  These  are  isolated  cases,  men- 
tioned here  for  purposes  of  illustration  only.  In  many  of  the  cases  an 
increase  of  the  payment  to  the  maximum  of  ^40  would  not  result  in  meet- 
ing "need"  fully,  but  certainly  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  making 
a  payment  of  less  than  ^0  as  long  as  there  is  any  unmet  need.  V/hen 
"need"  is  more  than  4^0   and  it  is  not  possible  to  make  an  Old  Age 
Assistance  ^rant  which  would  meet  this  "need",  it  is  possible  to  ex- 
plain the  unmet  need  on  the  basis  of  the  limitation  of  grants  to  '^^0. 
But  explanation  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  when  the  "need"  of  a 
recipient  is  4'^   and  a  grant  of  ^30  is  authorized.

Unmet  need   is  more  frequently  found  in  households  of  three  or 
more  persons  than  in  those  having  one  or  two  persons.     This  is  a  natural 
condition  resulting  from  the  fact  that  "need"   is  determined  on  a  house- 
hold basis  while   the  Old  Age  Assistance  grants  are  made  to  the  individ- 
ual and  are  ordinarily  intended  to  meet  the  requirexnents  of  the  recipi- 
ients  only.      V/hen  there  are  three  or  more  persons  in  the  household  "need" 
is  frequently  too  great  to  be  met  fully  from  public  assistance  funds. 
Of  all  one-person  households,   7*8  percent  have  unmet  need;   l£.7  percent 
of  all  tvjo-person  households  have  unmet  need;    unmet  need  is  found  in 
25.6  percent  of  all  three-person  households;   and  there  is  unmet  need  in 
22.2  percent  of  all  households  having  four-or-more  persons. 

TOT.U.  11: COLE.  Too  often  it  is  assumed    that  Old  Age  Assistance  recip- 

ients must   subsist  on  their  grants  alone.     This  is  true  in  many  instances 
but  as  has  been  pointed  out,   G9  percent  of  all  recipients  have  resources 
in  cash  or  in  kind  which  decrease  their  "need"  and  are  supplemented  by 
the  grant.      In  addition  to  their  own  resources,  other  forms  of  public  aid 
and  assistance  from  public  funds   (Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Aid  to  Needy 
Blind,  General  Relief,  Medical  Cere,  Hospitalization,   and  Aid  to  Silicot- 
ics) are  received  by  some  recipients  or  members  of  their  households. 
Total  income  includes  all  Old  Age  Assistance  payments,  all  resources  in 
cash  and  non-cash,   and  all  other  public  aid  received  in  the  household  of 
which  the  recipient   is  a  member  -  not  just  the  recipient's  individual 
grant.     It   is  this  total   income,   not  only  the  Old  Age  Assistance  grant, 
which  furnishes  the  recipient  with  a  standard  of  living  compatible  with 
decency  and  health. 


Less   than  three-fourths  of  the  total  income  of  all  Old  Age 
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Assistance  recipients  vfas  derived  from  their  grants.  The  chart  of  in- 
come sources  below  illustrates  this:  72c5  percent  of  all  income  is  from 
Old  Age  Assistance  grants,  24^4  percent  is  from  the  recipients'  own  re- 
sources (cash  resources:  12o4  percent,  non-cash  resources:  12  percent), 
and  the  remaining  3»1  percent  of  total  income  is  obtained  from  other 
public  aid  such  as  General  Relief,  Medical  Care,  and  Hospitalizationo

The  11,326  recipients  included  in  the  present  study  were  paid 
$326,027  in  Old  Age  Assistance  grants  (average  grant  per  recipient  was 
($28., 79)  but  the  total  income  of  these  recipients  during  the  month  of 
April  was  ^49,917  -  an  average  of  $39o72  per  recipient » 

As  was  pointed  out  in  the  sections  relating  to  budget  require- 
ments and  resources,  the  living  arrangement  of  the  recipient  and  the 
number  of  persons  in  the  household  of  which  the  recipient  is  a  member 
are  closely  related  to  the  total  income  from  all  sources  possessed  by 
the  recipient c 

Table  14  lists  the  averages  of  total  income  per  household, 
per  person,  and  per  recipient  in  households  of  a  specified  number  of 
persons.  (Compare  the  average  income  per  household  with  the  average 
budget  requirements  per  household  as  given  in  Table  6,  page  llo)  The 
per  recipient  average  is  less  reliable  than  either  the  per  household 
or  the  per  person  averages  because  it  is  unknown  whether  there  are  two 
recipients  in  a  two-  or  three-person  household  or  whether  there  is  but 
one  recipient,,  For  example,  the  difference  in  average  income  per  re- 
cipient in  one-person  and  in  two-person  households  is  only  $lo68«  How- 
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ever,  the  difference  in  average  income  per  household  in  households  of 
one  person  and  of  two  persons  is  .*i21,99,  indicating  that  many  of  the 
two-person  households  have  two  recipients,  resulting  in  a  reduction  in 
the  per  recipient  average  in  such  households.

rtverage  total  income  by  race  is  tabulated  below.  In  inter- 
preting this  table  it  is  suggested  that  reference  be  made  to  Table  8, 
page  13c  There  is  marked  correlation  between  average  budget  require- 
ments and  average  total  income  per  household  and  per  person  -  and  the 
reason  for  the  variations  in  the  averages  of  total  income  in  Table  15 
is  the  same  as  the  reason  for  the  variations  in  the  budget  require- 
ments averages:  total  income  per  household  increases  and  total  income 
per  person  decreases  as  the  size  of  the  household  is  increased.  Since 
the  Mexican  households  are  the  largest  (2  57  persons  per  household) 
their  per  household  average  total  income  is  the  highest  and  their  per 
person  average  is  the  lowest  of  any  racial  group.

A  rough  measure  of  the  adequacy  of  grants  is  the  percentage 
which  total  income  is  of  total  budget  requirements »  The  total  income 
of  all  recipients  of  Cld  Age  Assistance  was  99=2  percent  of  their  to- 
tal budget  requirements.  By  race,  this  percentage  was:  white  recipi- 
ents -  99<.3  percent;  Indian  ■  98o6  percent;  Mexican  -  8808  percent; 
Negro  ■  100  percent;  and  other  races  -  98., 5  percento  By  number  of 
persons  in  the  household,  the  percentage  which  total  income  is  of  the 
total  budget  requirements  was  ;  one  person  -  100  percent;  two  persons- 
98.1  percent-;  three  persons  -  97o7  percent;  four  persons  -  98.4  per- 
cent; five  persons   98o2  percent;  and  six-or-more  persons  -  97o3  per- 
cent. 

Averages  of  total  income  per  recipient,  by  county,  ranged 
from  slightly  more  than  -$33  to  almost  $51 »  (See  map  chart  on  inside 
back  cover.)  Three  counties  ■-  Meagher,  Toole,  and  Viibaux  -  had  aver- 
ages of  total  income  per  recipient  in  the  highest  group:  148.01  to 
$51,00.  Seven  counties  -  Flathead,  Golden  Valley,  Lewis  and  Clark, 
Petroleum,  Phillips,  I  owder  River,  and  Powell  -  were  in  the  lowest 
group  Viith  averages  of  total  income  per  recipient  from  433   to  $36.00.

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CONCLUSIONS 


1)  The  maximum  allowable  grant  of  sJ40.00  is  adequate  under  present 
budget  standards,  except 

a)  vjhen  the  recipient  requires  special  medical  care, 
nursing  care,  or  hospitalization;  and 

b)  when  the  household  of  whicn  the  recipient  is  a 
member  includes  other  persons  not  eligible  for 
Old  Age  Assistance  or  some  other  form  of  public 
aid  and  there  are  no  resources  in  the  household 


2)  Budgeting  practice  varies  considerably  in  the  counties,  partly 
because  of  differences  in  living  costs  but  mostly  because  of 
differences  in  attitude  and  philosophy  of  the  caseworKers  who 
are  responsible  for  determining  budget  requirements  and  for 
recororaending  grants 


3)  There  is  a  failure  among  caseworkers  to  appreciate  the  fact 
that  the  allowances  for  specific  requirements  contained  in 
the  Budget  Guide  are  for  uiinimum,  not  maximum,  requirements 


4)  In  iiiany  instances  "need"  is  not  fully  met  because  a  grant  of 
less  than  the  full  "need"  is  authorized  and  not  because  '"need" 
is  greater  than  the  maximum  grant  allowable 


5)  Non-cash  resources  are  over- valued  in  some  cases  and  sniall 
amounts  of  cash  resources  of  a  temporary  or  intermittent  na-
